The charge made by friends of 
Woodrow Wilson that there is a com- 
bination on the part of the supporters 
of Clark, Underwood and Harmon to 
defeat the New Jersey governor at the 
Baltimore convention has substantial 
evidente to confirm it. 

It is“charged that the states have 
been apportioned among the three can- 
didates. Clark is to make the fight in

Senator Pettigrew, Colonel Bacon 
gays, has always been a servant to 
James J. Hill and the Hill railroads 
and bas boasted that Hill enabled him 
to maké half a million dollars. Now; 
says Colonel Bacon: 

The bankers for the Hill lines and 
the interests for years identified with 
the Hill properties are J. P. Morgan & 
Co.. The fact that Pettigrew is taking 
the lead in this crusade against Wilson 
lends considerable weight to an impres- 
sion that is pretty general as to the 
teal forces fighting Wilson. Wilson is 
the one man, above all, whom the spe- 
cfal interests are determined to defeat. 

The financial powers hate him not 
only because they regard Wilson as a 
“dangerous man” but because they re- 
gard him as “a traitor to his class.” 
They hate him for his attempts to de- 
mocratize Princeton; for his refusal to 
let their representativé, ex-Senator 

Smith, return to the United 


States senate; for the popular meas- 


ures he has placed upon the statute 
books in New Jersey; for his refusal to 
take their money for campaign pur- 
poses. They hoped for better things 
than this from Woodrow Wilson; at 
first they regarded him as one of them- 
selvyes—taking the popular side, Wilson 
bas unclassed himself. ` 


Above all, these forces know that 


once Wilson is elected they will lose 
control of the government. Senator 
Pettigrew ls precisely the type of man 
these forces would select to serve their 
ends. 

The plan of campaign engineered 
against Wilson is no secret. Pettigrew 


‘is loudly campaigning for Speaker 


Clark. Pettigrew and his fellow cam- 
paigners, however, care nothing fer 
Clark. Wall street cares nothing for 
Clark. Had Pettigrew all the electoral 
votes in his hands at this moment he 
would not cast them for Clark. What 
Wall street wants to do is to defeat 
Wilson. It has coljected a large cam- 
paign fund, not to nominate Clark, but 
to destroy the New Jersey man. 

Likewise politicians of the moneyed 
interests are pushing the candidates ef 
several men all against Wilson. As the 
sugar trust years ago testified that it 
contributed to the campaign of both 
parties, so the Wall street financiers 
are now supplying money to the back- 
ers of Underwood, Harmon and Clark. 
They realize that there is omly one na- 
tional candidate—Wilson. Clark, Un- 
derwood and Harmon have followings 
only in certain localities,- while Wilson 
is strong in every state. They have 
‘therefore determined as a fixed policy 
to use the favorite sons in states where 
they are especially strong merely as 
tools to keep the delegates from Wil- 
son. Underwood is strong in Alabama, 
and as a southern man naturally finds 
favor in other southern states. 

Mr. Harmon is presumably popular 
m Ohlo and perhaps in the several 
eastern stand pat states, so Wall street 
pushes Harmon ahead in these quar- 
ters, keeping Underwood and Clark 
out of the struggle. Similarly Clark 
ought to be strong In the west, and so 
the anti-Wilson managers push his can- 
didacy in these sections. It is in a 
campaign of this kind that men like 
Pettigrew, ln spite of his record, have 
a certaln usefulness. 


_ The first part of Colonel Bacon's let- | 
ter answers the charges so freely 


made by Pettigrew, Heafst and George 
Fred Williams of Massachusetts, Ac- 
cording to William Randolph Hearst, 
the chief backer of Champ Clark, Wil- 
Bon ls “a federalist.” According to 
George Fred Williams, he is “a horri- 
ble tory.” One of Pettigrew’s accusa- 
tions la that Wilson was brought up In 
an atmosphere of great wealth; he was 
“prealdent of an aristocratic college, 
located in New Jersey, in an atmos- 
phere of trusts and political corrup- 
tion.” 

Colonel Bacon polnts out that Wu. 
von's father was a poor Presbyterian 
preacher and that the boy's bringing 
up was simple and damoeratie. He 
quotes from Wilson's books and mag- 
azine articles to: show that politically 
he is the exact opposite of a Phederal- 
ist” and n horrible tory.” 

After saying that Governor. Wilson 
at Princeton fought for Democracy 
Colonel Bacon goes on to tell how. the 
moneyed Interests, “which control the 
institution,” proved too much for Wil- 
gon, and lu October, 1010, Wilson re- 
signed and “transferred his battle for 
Democracy to another field.”

RESENTS SLUR AT TEACHERS. 


President of the University of North 
Carolina Calle Attention to Services 
Other Educatore Have Rendered to 
the Republio—Opposition to Governor 
Wilson Comes From the Privileged 
interests, 


By Dr. FRANCIS P. VENABLE, 
President of the University of North 
Carolina. 

Some of the politicians have contemp- 
tuously dismissed Woodrow Wilson’s 
claims as a statesman and a candidate 
for the highest office in the gift of his 
party by speaking of him as “only a 
schoolteacher.” 

There are several hundred thousands 
of teachers in the country, and many of 
us are proud of the name. We resent 
the sneering use of it with the Implica- 
tion that because we are teachers we 
are unfit for other service. I do not 
feel called upon to debate this point 
nor think that it is at all necessary, 
The fling is an altogether unworthy one 
and shows a regrettable ignorance of 
the service rendered by teachers in the 
building of the nation and ‘the part 
they have played as leaders. 

Can we forget the part played by 
John Witherspoon, another president 
of Princeton, in securing the independ- 
ence of our country and in safely 
launching the young republic, and that 
a college president, James A. Garfield, 
was later on president of this republic 
when it had become the mightiest na- 
tion on earth, and that Robert B. 
thought it no lowering of his dignity 
nor lesser service to end his life as a 
college president? 

Has Not Lost Hope. 

Now, I am not writing as a teacher 
or college president, but as a citizen, 
one who has for years thought over the 
problems which confront us in this 
great democratic experiment among the 
nations; one who has been perplexed 
and fearful of disaster, seeing slight 
hope in the various’ expedients which 
the years have brought forth and find- 
ing smali: comfort in the leaders pro- 
duced, yet not losing hope. It has been 
the passion of my life to labor for the 
uplift of my people. 

In Woodrow Wilson I find « man 
who has analyzed the altuation as only 
a master mind could do. He has plerc- 
ed to the very center of things as with 
a surgeoy’s knife and laid bare the 
source of the trouble. I know of no 
other man who has done this or shown 
the capacity to do It. I know that this 
is the first and absolutely essential 
step In the eradication of disease. 

Furthermore, he is a resourceful 
man and not without a remedy. If 
this ls a government by the people 
then in some way the people must be 
got to exercise >this right of ruling. 
Knowing that many are ignorant, 
many weak, many vicious, I realize 
that this does not mean the Immediate 
ushering In of the millennium, but 
there is no other hope for Democracy. 

I know Governor Wilson to de an 
honest and fearless man, who, seeing 
the right, will drive straightly to it 
without fear or swerving; that he is a 
foe to all w: and untrath and in- 
justice and under no bond to any man 
nor group of men. 

I know him as a strong man, who 
has won decisive victories for the right, 
relying on himself, the justice of his 
cause and direct appeal to the people., 

I know him as one whose whole life 
has been searched by those who would 
do him harm and no fault found that 
would stamp him aS~ontrue or un- 
worthy.

Merchants handling provisions 
should understand better than any 
one else the value of advertiaing. Food 
is the most vital need of all. No otb- 
er advertising gets such interested 
reading as a, well-written notice de- 
scribing food offerings. , 
» Manufacturers of food products on 
a national scale learned this some 
time ago. Money is poured out like 
water to advertise food products in 
the magazines. It must pay, or it 
would not be spent. 

Yet, in the local newspapers, the 
grocers, butchers, and other provision 
men do not advertise with the free 
dom shown in the dry goods, furnish- 
ings, furniture and other trades. 
Probably the reason for this is that 
many merchants of this type never 
Btudied advertising enough to realize 
its possibilities. Here is a sample ad, 
clipped from an article in the Pub- 
lishers’ Guide; . 

Brandon’s Corner Grocery. Remem- 
ber when in the city’ to make this 
your trading place. Highest market 
prices paid for country produce, and 
always a square deal. e always 
carry a full line of sta and fancy 
groceries. Canned goods a specialty. 
Brandon’s Corner Grocery. Phone 
261. 

This is an excellent illustration of 
how not to do it, says the Moline (Ill.) 
Dispatch. There is no selling power 
in that ad. It tells the public that 
Brandon is alive and wants their 
trade, which has value as far as it 
goes. But it might go a great deal 
further. 

`The provision man who will men- 
tion prices of some of his best lines, 
describe them a bit so as to stir the 
appetite of the reader, will find his 
store crowded. Here are a few items 
from a well written ad. showing how 
the trick is turned: 

Celery, Presley's white plume, crisp 
and tender, extra good flavor, large 
plant for 10 cents. 

Sweet cider, made from the cholic- 
æst apples, per gallon, 25 cents, 

Oysters. Our oysters come in san- 
itary sealed packages. The ice never 
touches. Remember our price. Solid 
meats, quart, 40 cents. 

Does it not make you hungry to read 
an ad, like this? 


How to Advertise. 

Advertise to beat the band and get 
rich. How long do you s'pose Steers 
Hawbuck or Mongumery Wart would 
do business if they didn’t send out 
catalogs every month and the oceans 
of big fellows they send out must cost 
them at least $1 a piece in large quan- 
tities. The same with Mother Mulli- 
gan’s Honkedory Soothing Syrup, Dr. 
Beatem’s Pale Pills for Pink People 
and Brown River Toasted Corn Cobs, 
Why, I. advertising did not make peo- 
ple call for these varieties they might 
go home with “something just as 
good” and ruin their digestion with 
Hi Blinkum’s Baled Hay or Skinnem 
Foozle’s Sawdust Jimjammer. The 
man that doesn’t advertise, as Bryan 
once said,,is like the fellow that 
throws kisses at his sweetheart in 
the dark. He may know what he is 
doing, but she doesn’t and that is 
where the rub comes.—Ex.

In a large 
percentage of cases it costs the 
public more to foot the bills of 
the litigation than it would to 
pay the claim in dispute.— W. O.

i| INCREASED YIELDS OF MILK 


Pennsylvania State Experiment Sta- 
tion Makes Comparative Study of 
* “Bolling ng Crops, 


The Pennsylvania | state experinent 
station has made a comparative study 
of Solling crops for dairy cows. It 
was found that the chief influence up- 
on quantity of milk produced during 
the experiments seemed to be closely 
related to the palatability of feeds. 
That is to say, those feeds eaten by 
the cows With the greatest relish, and 
consequently of which the largest 
quantity of green forage was consum- 
ed generally gave the largest yields 
of milk. This seemed to be true re- 
gardless of the amount of dry matter 
or percentage of protein contained in 
the feed. Briefly, the milk produced 
bore a much closer relationship to to- 
tal green forage than to dry matter 
or protein consumed. The effect upon 
quality of ‘milk was shown only in an 
indirect manner. In no case was a 
flavor imparted sufficiently marked to 
be detected after the milk was aerated 
and gooled. The percentage of butter- 
fat seemed to vary inversely as the 
live weight of the cows. In other 
words, those feeds which produced a 
gain in live weight segmed to produce 
a milk containing a lower per cent. 
of butterfat than was secreted when 
the cows were losing weight. This 
was true regardless of the quantity of 
milk produced. The indications are 
that some feeds tend to fatten the an- 
imala themselves, while others tend 
to produce fat in the milk.

" Advecated By Washington Expert. 


The County mmissioners after 
going thoreaghly Into the subject of 
road building in Wivomico County 
have devided to try out the experiment 
of building a mile or so of sand clay 
road leading from Salisbury to Shoe- 
maker Milla. Mr. Winslow, Govern- 
ment Expert Engineer from the De- 
partment of Roads in Washington, 
spent several days in Salisbury last 
week and was taken over the roads by 
Engineer Olark and shown the differ- 
ent soils in the several sections of the 
County and he at once told the Ooon- 
ty Commissioners that we could oon- 
struct the sand-olay roada the kind 
which the Govermnent has built in 
many sections of the United States 
and that we have the materials right 
here to conatruot these roads at a very 
limited cost. . 

Speaking of the Bubject Mr. Wins- 
low and: In the first place I want to 
way that I was never more surprised 
in the condition of the roads than I 
was on coming here. I did not sup- 
pose fur a moment that you had ad- 
vanced so far in the matter of toad 
bnildiug. Ton have more good roads 
in thie Connty by a few hundred per 
cent than I expected to find and your 
ahell and stone roada are well con- 
structed, showing very olearly that 
your Engineer is a man of experience 
and capacity and knows hia business. 
The cost of constructing these roads 
has buen low when freight on mate- 
thal, eto., are.taken into consideration 
and you have advanced to suol a de 
oree that it is not necessary for you to 
have a Government Engineer here to 
build roads as you are perfectly cap- 
able of buliding them yourselves. 

As to the cunstrootion of the sand- 
clay roads I wish to say that you have 
the necessary materials on most all of 
your roads for their construction. 
These roads can be built from $400 to 
$800 per mile avoording to how far 
you have to haul the materials, and I 
should jadge that you will average 
about $600 per mile in this County. 
These roads when properly built will 
laet from fifteen tu twenty years and 
oan be maintained at $5 per mile per 
year. The proper propurtions are two 
parta of sand and ony part clay mixed 
dry and put together with water. The 
frust does not affett these roads in 
winter and some of these roads Which, 
were oonstracted by the Government 
jm Northern States twenty yenara ago 
are good today. With mixing machines 
these roads can be co. ‘rocted oorrect- 
ly the whole scheme ing in getting 
the proper proportions of sand and 
clay and the proper mixing. A drag 
and harrow is all that iu necessary to 
keep them in repair. I would be glad 
to come down here and assist in mak- 
lug u mile or so of this rund just to 
show what oan be done. 

„Tou have an abundance of the 
proper ma eril iu all asctiona of the 
County where I have been. It is not 
a serious matter to assemble these 
materials although sometimes you 
might have to haul them a distance of 
five or six miles to get them together. 
Even then the oost of ballding thu 
rouds will not exceed the amount men- 
sioned.” 

If these roads cav be constructed tn 
thie County it will be a great bless- 
ing to the people. The cost of shell 
roads and the maintenance after they 
are ‘built preclude the use of this ma- 
terial in Wicomico County. The ex- 
pense is too great both for building 
and maintenance and we must find 
some other material from which to 
construct our highways, The Oom- 
missioners are on the right trank and 
we hupe their experiments will prove 
eaticfactory.

FOUGHT BY INSURANCE MEN 


They Threatened to Raise All Their 
Rates Employers’ Liability Law 
Were Passed, but Becãme Quiet at 
Hint of State Offering Indemnity. 


{Sacramento (Cal.) Union.) 

When Woodrow Wilson became gov 
ernor of New Jersey he found that 
wealthy employers had been given the 
laws they desired regardless of thr 
welfare of the thousands of men, wo 
men and children on thelr payrolls 
He found that In the factories of thi 
state scores had been killed or main 
ed for life and that there was abso- 
lutely no provision for the: protection 
of the families. of those workingmen 
engaged in hazardous occupations, He 
found that the bosses had been carry- 
ing out the wishes of the Interests 
from which they had obtained cam 
paign contributions. 

That was the situation in corrup’ 
New Jersey where the conditions o! 
labor had been notoriously oppressive 
and seemingly hopeless for a genern 
tion. But Governor Wilson determin 
ed to change it and with his custom 
ary vigor tackled the problem. 


Employers’ Liability Law. 

One of the reforms he effected wax 
the enactment of a strong employers’ 
lability law. But for this he had tn 
fight with the same grim and uu 
swerving purpose that had obtained 
the Geran primary election law. After 
the bill had been introduced In the leg 
islature and became known as one ot 
the governor’s measures the insurance 
companies sent representatives to thr 
capitol and through them threatened 
reprisal “If yon enact such a lav 
we'll ralse the rates on all insurance 
throughout the state. We'll pile ther: 
ap on everybody.” they said. -But the 
bluff didn’t work. 

“Very well, gentlemen, an von 
please,” replied Governor Wilson, “hn: 
remember that if yqu try anything o! 
that kind it may be necessary for us 
to establish ‘a system of state insur 
ance.” After that the insurance com 
panies decided that silence was the 
better part of wisdom. 

The employers’ liability law was 
passed, and an apparently falr statut . 
it is, essentially fair to the employe: 
as Well as to the employee, for Wood 
tow Wilson is not a demagogue wh: 
plays for labors support He merel; 
believes in justice to the whole peop!" 
within the authority of, his office. 

Prevents Long Litigation. 

The law prescribes the liability of an 
employer to make compensation for in 
juries sustained by an employee tn the 
course of employment. It establishes 
an elective schedule of payment ana 
strictly regulates the procedure for de 
termining the liability and compensa: 
tion. It relleves an employee who ix 
injured of the necessity of institutin: 
suit to obtnin damages by providin» 
a definite schedule covering the differ 
ent classes of injuries and fixing the 
employet’s liability for each. 

Employers now regard the law nx 
fair because under it they can calcu 
late with reasonable certainty wbai 
their maximum liability for any one 
year will be instead of leaving this t. 
be determined by jurors, Employee- 
are greatly benefited by it because in 
case of accident it secures to them 
without delay a fixed income at a time 
when money is most needed and be 
cause it avolds long drawn out litiga 
tion, with its attendant expense and 
suffering. 

Real Service to Labor. 

Governor Wilson meant it for both 
He supplemented it shortly with a iaw 
compelling the erection of fire escape: 
on all factories and buildings bousin: 
a number of employees—not one or twe 
spider ladders, but equipment sum 
cient to prevent a recurrence in New 
Jersey of the horrors that had shocke!

facturing cities.

TRAINING OF CHILDREN. 

I do not know of one influence 
in the bringing up of children 
which fs not included in the edu- 
cation of self. What is the best 
way to dress children, to feed 
them, to put them to bed, to 
teach them? Precisely as one- 
self. If the father and mother 
dress and sleep moderately, as 
well as labor and learn so, the 
children should do the same. 1 
would give two rules for educa- 
tion--that one should not only 
live well, but labor over oneself, 
continually improving, and con- 
ceal nothing in his life from his 
children. It is better that the 
children should know the wenk 
xide of their parents than that 
they should feel that their par- 
ents have one life concealed 
from them and one that is open. 
All difficulties of education come 
from the fact that parents not 
ouly do not correct their own 
faults, but do not even acknowl- 
edge them to be faults, justify- 
ing them in themselves and con- 
demning them in their children. 
In this consists the whole difi- 
culty with children.—Tolstoy. 


SCIENTIFIC FARMING, 

If agriculture Is to be conduct- 
ed profitably, instruction must 
be given because new methods 
must be used, and these are not 
generally practiced. Many farm- 
ers think they know that, but if 
they really did know them they 
would practice them better. If 
what is well known along prac- 
tical lines to the few could be 
made generally known and prac- 
ticed throughout the state, it Is 
safe to say that the use of this 
knowledge would bring about an 
increased production from our 
farms, representing a net ad- 
vance in value annually of $50,- 
000.000 to §$100,000,000. The 
people in the cities would be 
gainers because by reason of the 
increased production prices could 
be kept down.—Raymond ‘A.

COURTS AND REFORM. 

During the last twenty-five 
years the courts here In New 
York helped, I am sorry, to say, 
once or twice by the supreme 
court of the nation. have thrown 
what at times have proved well 
nigh or altogether insurmounta- 
dle obstacles in the path of need- 
ed social reforms. I have al- 
ready alluded to the decision of 
the New York court which for- 
bade thé people of New York 
through their legislature to in- 
terfere with certain kinds of 
tenement house factories, Al- 
most with “exception, every 
intelligent s 1 worker whom I 
have ever met, every man really 
interested in the, betterment of 
social and industfial conditions 
among our working people. in 
giving better hopes to the work- 
ing people In great cities, and in 
giving better conditions of la- 
bor to them when they are at 
labor—almost without exception, 
every one qualified to judge on 
these mutters has agred that 
this decision was a blow to de- 
cent citizenship, a blow to the 
effort to achieve genuine reform, 
genuine betterment of social 
fconditions,: of so severe a na- 
ture that its mischievous effects 
can hardly be overestimated. I 
have no doubt that the men 
making the decision were up- 
right men of high character; but 
they did as much damage as the 
worst legisintive body actuated 
by the worst motives could pos- 
sibly have done. It is, I believe, 
an advantage to have fixed in 
the court the power to state 
that a legislative act is uncon- 
stitutional, but only provid- 
ed tliat the power is exercised 
with the greatest wisdom and 
self restraint. If the courts con- 
tinue to use it with the reckless- 
néss that has too often been 
shown in the past, it is almost 


inevitable that efforts will ve 


made to amend or abolish it.— 
Theodore Roosevelt.

says editorially under the title “A Vic- 
tory For Popular Rule” (Feb. 4, 1911): 
“The election of James E. Martine as 
the United States senator from New 
Jersey is a double triumph for Gov- 
ernor Wilson. He bas won a victory 
for the principle of popular rule, and 
he has given a convincing demonstra- 
tion of the service which the governor 
of a state can render as a leader of 
his party. By tbe success of his cam- 
paign for the election of Mr. Martine 
Governor Wilson has strengthened the 
movement for the direct election of 
United States senators, has dope much 
to establish himself as the real leader 
of New Jersey’s Democracy and has 
made himself one of the most promi- 
nent figures in the field of national 


Governor Dix of New York and Gov- 
ernor Wilson of New Jersey, the Out- 
look (March 25, 1911) says: “Governor 
Wilson is the proverbial ‘Scholar in 
Politics," a ready, witty and forceful 
speaker, equipped with knowledge in a 
wide range of historical and political 
topics, and accustomed to draw upon 
that knowledge for the purpose of in- 
etruction—emphatically a student, a 
man whose administrative capacity 
has been tested principally in an aca- 
demic capacity. What is most inter- 


esting and significant is that the 


scholar’ avows his belief that a gov- 
ernor should be a leader, and is show- 
fing his faith by his works, while the 
practical man (Dix) is basing his acts 
on theory, on doctrines of non-inter- 
ference and non-rellef by his passive- 
ness. Dr. Wilson, the student, the 
scholar, the thinker, is the really ‘pra 
tical man,’ the real executive.” 

In its issue of April 29, 1911, the Out- 
look speaks of the Geran direct elec- 
tion law of New Jersey as “a clear in- 
stance of the way in which the broad- 
er und more Intelligent view is finding 
expression in statutory law,” and says: 
“The Geran act is one of the notable 
achievements of Governor Wilson, for 
its passage is due to his leadership. It 
is a wholesome sign that the people 
ore not content with merely the name 
of self government, but nre determined 
to use menns to secure to themselves 
the substance.” 

Speaking of Governor Wilson's west- 
ern tour, the Outlook (June 10, 1911) 
gays: “The program of legislation se- 
cured under his leadership in a single 
session of the legislature has few par- 
allels in American political history.

Mr. Sheppard made his 
rapurt to the committee and explained 
to them the’ system in vogue in many 
of the cities and the cost of operating 
the same, It was found that a city 
about the size of Salisbory can be 
maintained for about $2,000 per an 
nom. This would provide for the 
gathering of the garbage every other 
day. The plan would be tu divide 
the oity into two districts aud gather 
the garbage from one district each 
day. By this method not more than 
two days garbage would accumulate in 
avy section of the city. The plan in 
Frederick where this system is in 
vogue and where all kinds of garbage 
is taken care of, is to contract for the 
system with some reliable contractor 
who gives bond for the taſthful per: 
furmance of kis contract. In Freder- 
iok the work coats $2,700, but Freder- 
iok is a oity of 12,000 Inhabitants and 
it is estimated that this work can be 
done in Salisbury for at least §2.000 
a year. In Frederick the garbage is 
dumped about one mile from the oity 
limits into holes from which olay has 
been taken for brick yards. Almost 
everything is pat out in cans or boxes. 
The olty is divided into two sections 
and they collect in alternate sections 
each day, using abont four carts and 
two wagons, covered 
when carts are loaded 

This Sanitary Committee will oon- 
tinue to gut data for the benefit of the 
Mayor and Oounoil and will wid the 
authorities in every possible way to 
formulate a plan to give Salisbury 
this much needed improvement. When 
the matter is op with the Mayor 
and Council it is proposed to have the 
project backed by a vommittee of the 
largest tax payers in the city. 


ABOUT THE MAGISTRATES 


Test Gase Held Here Bef Before Judge Stan- 
ford—The Decision. 


The much mooted question as to 
whether the old magistrates appoint- 
ed by Governor Urothers or the new 
ones appointed by Governor Golds- 
borough are legally qualified to per- 
form the duties of their offloes was 
decided today. so far as the Oirouit 
Court for this County is concerned by 
an opinion rendered by Judge H. L. 
D. Stanford Tharsday afternoon. The 
question was presented to the Court 
in a test case to determine the- auth - 
ority of Justice T. Rodney Jones to 
isane a committment, and was argned 
by States Attorney George W. Bell, 
in favor of the old magistrates hold- 
ing over, and by. Attorney George 
W. Lilly, who upheld the opposite 
viqw. 

udge Stanford said he realized the 
importance of the matter from the 
standpoint of the pubic, and while he 
felt sure of the conclusion reachedjoy 
him in the opinion, he wished the 
oase taken to the Oourt of Appeals in 
order that the matter might be defi- 
nitely settled. 

After reviewing the devisions of the 
Court of Appeals on the subject, the 
Judge said he had reached the con- 
clusion that the magistrates appoint- 
ed by former Governor Orothers were 
the ones legally qualified. He quoted

Justice Turner 
was appointed by Governor Orotbers 
to fill the unexpired term of the late 
Justice William A. Trader, and it is 
generally agreed by all that his term 
expired at the expiration of the last 
legislature,

FALSE HAIR REQUIRES CARE 


Mistake to Neglect This Ornamenta- 
tion Which Just Now le Consid- 
ered Indieponeabla 
False hair, as well as the real, needs 
care. The psyche switch, and trans- 
formation, should be brushed as care- 
fully as the real hair and as often.. The 
best way to do it is to place a towel 
on the Jap or table and spreading the

backed bristle brush, firat one side 
and then the other.

“bought” hair soon grows lusteriess.

Alcohol is 
not the best thing to nurse upon. You 
want plenty of fluid, that is true; only 
a good nursing mother wants to be as 
placid and as calm as possible, and 
alcohol is not conduciye to placidity 
and calmness.

TRUST DECISIONS: 

It may be held that the prin- 
ciples laid down by the supreme 
court in the great trust decisions 
rest on a sound economic basis 
as well as on good legal grounds 
and wise public pclicy. If stock 
speculation and «apectal privi- ’ 
leges are the real causes of our 
monopolistic trusts the sooner 
they are dissolved the better. In 
my bellef only a comparatively 
small number of such monopo- 
listic trusts will be found in the 
multitude of combinations which 
now so largely conduct the bust- 
ness of this country. And the 
disappearance of these mani- 
moth consolidations which are 
able to defy the laws of com- 
petition will put American busi- 
ness once more on a sound foot- 
ing. It still will be true, of 
course, that the bulk of our busi- 
ness will be done by concerns 
which produce on a large scale. 
But these concerns will be un- 
der different and competing own- 
ers, and the advantages of large 
scale production consequently 

1 will inure to the benefit of the 
consumer. This will relieve one 
of the deepest grounds of dissat- 
isfaction with economic condi- 
tions in the United States.—Ja- 
cob Gould Schurman, President 
of Cornell University.
